letter to the New York Times, | 


published yesterday. 
Points to Danger. 

Pointing out that he-is fully 
familiar with the security prob- 
lems involved in the entry of 
aliens, Ennis wrote: 

“There is danger that the 
larger issue of fair procedure for 
all entering aliens will be lost 
sight of in the conflict among 
the legislative, judicial and ex- 
ecutive branches of the Govern- 
ment over the entry of Mrs. 
Knauff. . 

“The refusal of the Depart- 
ment of Justice to indicate the 
general nature of the adverse in- 
formation even to the House Ju- 
diciary Committee has led the 
House to vote unanimously for a 
private bill to admit her regard- 
less of the unknown adverse in- 
formation no matter how serious 
it may be. 

“This is hardly a sensible way 
to administer the immigration 
laws or to deal with a security 
question. It is an ominous portent 
if we cannot devise a more satls- 
factory procedure to soive this 
conflict between security and in- 
dividual liberty.” 

Ennis stressed that the execu- 
tive regulation in question pro- 
vides that an alien barred from 
entry for security reasons may be 
denied a hearing only if the 
Attorney General determines that 
the evidence is based on infor- 
mation “of a confidential nature, 
the disclosure of which would be 
prejudicial to the public interest.” 
When it was adopted in the na- 
tional emergency of 1941 immedi- 
ately preceding United States 
entry into the war, he said, it 
was believed that only the most 
“sparing” use would be made of 
it by the Attorney General. 

Cite Another Case. 

“It now appears,” he continued, 
“that this extraordinary authority 
of exclusion without a hearing 
continues to be used long after 
the cessation of hostilities, not 
only in the Knauff case, but in 
other cases such as the case of 
Mrs. Valentina Gardner, another 
G.I. bride who was excluded by 
order of the State Department 
and who was detained in custody 
in San Francisco for ower one 
year. 

“This is the more surprising,” 
said Ennis, “when it is recalled 
that even during wartime all de- 
tained alien enemies were given 
hearings and an opportunity to 
meet the charge against them be- 
fore being ordered _ interned. 
There is no way for the public to 
know how many persons in simi- 
lar cases have silently been de- 
nied entry into the United States.” 

Ennis said that in the absence 
of knowledge of the general na- 
ture of the alleged confidential 
information in these cases it 
of course impossible for the pub- 
lic to determine whether the spe- 
cial regulation is being used only 
in most exceptional war cases rea- 
sonably requiring such a course. 

“It is, however, the right and 
duty of all citizens,” he asserted, 
“as well as the Government offi- 
cials involved, to be vigilant that 
the use of absolute power, if ever 


justified, is restricted to the most } 


exceptional cases. 


“Healthy democratic practice 


requires scrutiny of the use of any | 


absolute power by even the best- 
intentioned public officials.” 
Notes Speed in Case. 
Ennis noted from the record in 
the Knauff case that on the same 
day that the Immigration Service 
recommended exclusion of the 
alien war bride in 1948, the At- 
torney General, then Tom C, 


Clark, decided that the public in- | 


terest required that she be denied 
any hearing. Ennis said this did 
not look as if the Attorney Gen- 
eral had had time to give the mat- 
ter any ‘“‘weighty” consideration. 

“The problem presented by 
these cases,” he went on, “cannot 
be solved satisfactorily by the ac- 
cidental clamor in the press forc- 
ing entry of a particular individ- 
ual by executive or judicial or 
legislative action.” 

He said the Justice Department 
must adopt a rational procedure 
for review of all exclusion cases

Not Only in Berlin 


For the Western sectors of the city, Berlin’s 
Whitsunday passed without event. Whether 
Mayor Reuter and the Allied authorities had 
been unduly fearful or whether their energetic 
preparations had cowed the Russians and their 
East German stooges, there was no “invasion.” 
The Communists did stage their big youth rally, 
but it was confined to the Soviet sector. 


This does not mean, however, that it was a 
dud. Whenever half-a-million young people are 
marshalled as the Russians marshalled and pa- 
raded them Sunday, good democrats had bet- 
ter take notice—because such mass demonstra- 
tions are essentially undemocratic. It makes no 
difference who organizes them: a Mussolini, a 
Hitler, or a Stalin. Such demonstrations are 
a graphic display of the submergence of the in- 
dividual mind in the mass, the man in the mob. 
The fact that the mob is organized makes it all 
the more sinister. 

Some of the East German youngsters may 
have marched more out of fear than out of 
eagerness. Again, the very fact that a dicta- 
torship can force such conformity is alarm- 
ing. And it is not all done by force. Bands, 
banners, slogans and orations have their thought- 
killing appeal. The techniques which the twen- 
tieth century has developed for the creation of 
mass reactions constitute one of its most dan- 
gerous aspects—and not only in totalitarian 
countries. 

Good order and good government, of course, 
require a certain degree of like-mindedness, a 
certain desire for common action for the com- 
mon good. Nevertheless, the essential char- 
acteristic of the free man remains his desire to 
walk alone. He thinks his own thoughts and 
he makes his own decisions. He resists the hyp- 
notism of the demagogue. His town meeting is 
a debate, not an occasion for receiving a ukase 
from on high, or for submitting his will to a 
calculated appeal to his passions. 


The Russian parade in Berlin shows once again 
that the methods of all dictators are essentially 
alike. They strive to create a mass man, and 
they begin with the young.’ But in our indigna- 
tion at the Russians we will do well to remem- 
ber that they are not the only exponents of the 
political mass appeal. There are Americans 
who know how to use it. They may skip the 
parades, but they know the speeches. It is 
necessary only to recall the recent Florida cam- 
paign. Nor is this the only example. 

Let us not trade away our ancient habit of 
walking in twos or threes—or alone.

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Senator Graham Faces a Runoff

For if all the votes that went to his two 
principal opponents in the primary, Willis Smith 
and Robert R. Reynolds, went to Smith in the 
runoff, that candidate would have more votes 
than Graham received in the primary.

The comments President Truman made in 
signing the rivers ana harbors bill should be 
a warning particularly to those who have ac- 
cepted the Army Engineers as the federal agen- 


cy to develop the Missouri Valley. They do so 
because thev say the Army Engineers are dem- 
ocratic, work closely with state governments, 
are amenable to local public opinion, and are 
capabie of co-ordinating a valley’s development. 

None of these rosy estimates of the Army 
Engineers is borne out by President Truman, 
who has an exceptional opportunity to know 
what he is talking about. He says the Army 
Engineers generally are taking a “piecemeal ap- 
proach,” that they give other agencies no oppor- 
tunity to take part in the original preparation of 
plans, that their system of giving rivers and 
harbors and flood control priority over every- 
thing else is “obviously inadequate,” and that 
they should not be given the main responsibility 
for multiple-purpose projects. 

Worst of all, the President confesses that he 
has been unable to bring this agency under con- 
trol. Some time ago he instructed federal agen- 
cies to work together, but the Army Engineers 
are largely ignoring those instructions. With the 
bait of the pork barrel, they have induced Con- 
gress to put their projects ahead of Reclamation 
Bureau projects which should have the priority, 
the President says. 

How can local public opinion—how can states 
—expect to deal on an equal basis with an 
agency so arrogant that it defies the President 
of the United States? And Mr. Truman is not 
the first President the Army Engineers have de- 
fied. President Roosevelt had the same experi- 
ence. Nine years ago he ordered all federal 
construction agencies to submit their reports to 
his office for clearance, but the Army Engineers 
ignored this order, submitting 76 unapproved 
projects, involving an outlay of 24% billions, to 
Congress in the subsequent 712 years, and get- 
ting them authorized.

Only 27 Senators voted against the foreign 
aid authorization bill which is now before Pres- 
ident Truman, and it is Missouri’s unenviable 
distinction to be associated with two of the 27. 
Apparently Senators Donnell and Kem do not 
realize how much less costly it is to turn back 
Communism in the cold war, through the Euro- 
pean recovery program and other means of aid 
to depressed peoples, than through a hot war. 
If Missouri’s Senators had some procedural ob- 
jection to the authorization bill, they will have 
an opportunity to support vital foreign aid when 
the appropriation proper comes up. 
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One-Fourth of a Hope 


The prospect of being able to make progress 
in the treatment of only 25 per cent of sex 
offenders may appear discouraging. The further 
report by Washington psychiatrists to the Ameri- 
can Psychiatric Association, that cures prob- 
ably will be slow and expensive, is not encourag- 
ing on the face of it, either. What should St. 
Louis and Missouri do about sex offenders in 
their midst, then? Give up? 

The recourse of doing nothing, of allowing 
these people to roam the streets, potential kid- 
napers or maimers or murderers, is not to be 
thought of. Short of trying to cure them, the 
only other recourses are to put them in prison, 
or to put them in a mental hospital and forget 
about them, attempting no cure. 

To put them in prison holds out no Hope. It 
costs money without obtaining a return for the 
money spent. To put them in mental institu- 
tions and do nothing toward their cure is like- 
wise dangerous, costly, and hopeless. How costly 
it is, Gov. Youngdahl of Minnesota recently told 
St. Louisans. Twenty-two hundred of the pa- 
tients in Minnesota’s mental hospitals, between 
a fourth and a third of the total, had been there 
on the average 30 years. At the past average 
cost of $1 a day for each patient, they had cost 
the state $36,000,000. 

Even a 25 per cent success in curing sex of- 
fenders will therefore save Missouri, or any 
state, a large amount of money. Treatment in 
mental hospitals is the hopeful approach to the 
problem of sex crime. As it progresses, the 
medical profession may reasonably be expected 
to learn more and more how to deal with the 
sex offender. 

Let us leave off with the hopeless methods in 
Missouri, and say that if 25 per cent is all that 
is presently obtainable, a full 25 per cent of 
success we will do all in our power to achieve. 
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Gov. Stevenson Follows Through 

There doubtless were some doubting Thomases 
in Illinois who figured that Gov. Stevenson’s use 
of the state highway police to close up the no- 
torious Hyde Park and 200 clubs in Madison 
county was a flash in the pan. But he followed 
these closely with raids in Jo Daviess, Iroquois 
and Grundy counties in the northern part of 
the state. Clearly Adlai Stevenson means busi- 
ness. He must have made up his mind that the 
hard work of his administration to clean up state 
government in Illinois is not going to be marred 
by commercialized gambling operators and lo- 
cal officials who take their pay to enforce the law 
but do not earn it.

$499.99 or Less 


The purpose of the Federal Reguletion of 
Lobbying Act is not so much to regulate lobbies 
as to publicize them—to place on public record 
what the lobbies do and where they get their 
money. Yet a House committee has been forced 
to subpena three major lobbyists+ because they 
refuse to name their financial angels. 

These three men have two things in common. 
Each helps to operate a lobby with a “distin- 
guished” name. Behind such fronts, according 
to Chairman Buchanan of the House Investigat- 
ing Committee, the lobbies advocate “a brand of 
American fascism.” So it is natural that the 
committee wants Edward A. Rumely, Merwin K. 
Hart and Joseph Kamp to reveal who pays the 
bill for all this. 

Unfortunately, the lobby law does not com- 
pel them to tell—not entirely, at least. For the 
act requires lobbies to list names of contributors 
of $500 or more. It has become a common 
practice to accept donations of $499.99, or less, 
sometimes in repeated installments. And it is 
possible that Rumely’s Committee for Constitu- 
tional Government raised in just this manner a 
good deal of the $620,632 which it spent on lob- 
bying last year. The contributors’ names would 
be beyond the law. 

If the Buchanan committee does little else to 
improve the lobbying act, it should try to close 
the under-$500 loophole. There are several 
thousand lobbyists in Washington, trying to in- 
fluence legislation and public policy. They 
should be compelled to stand up and be counted.

Real unity in West Europe is prospect of French proposal to merge 
coal-steel industry with Germans, magazine says; old rivals, once

Merger of French and German coal and 
steel production, if it comes about as pro- 
posed, is to touch off a chain reaction of 
mergers. End result may be to give West- 
ern Europe the world’s second largest in- 
dustrial empire, ranking next to the 
United States. 


What the French propose is a merger 
open to all comers. Enough of Europe is 
attracted to the idea of such a pool to in- 
terest ‘k trading area of 165,000,000 cus- 
tomers, an area producing more industrial 
goods than Soviet Russia, much more than 
Britain. 


Outlook for peace within Europe, a co- 
operating Western Europe, suddenly ap- 
pears brighter than ever before. France 
has proposed to merge her coal and steel 
output, the lifeblood of arms production 
for war, with Germany’s output. And West 
Germany’s Government has jumped at the 
chance. 

Merger,’in operation, would work out 
this way: 

Membership starts with the pooling of 
French and German coal and steel under 
a joint high authority. The rules, thus, 
are fixed by Frenchmen and Germans. At 
the start, however, Belgium, The Nether- 
lands and Luxembourg, small countries 
but industrially powerful as a unit (Bene- 
lux), will want to join too. Britain, which 
may eventually join the pool in self- 
defense, is cool toward the idea now. 


More than Soviet Output 


Steel capacity of the five-country com- 
bine on the European Continent would add 
up to more than 38,000,000 tons of crude 
steel for 1950. The combine would be 
second only to the United States in pro- 
duction capacity. It could easily top Rus- 
sia’s maximum output and could produce 
twice as much steel as Britain. 


Management of the coal-steel pool would 
be put in the hands of an international 
authority. The French propose a joint 
French-German authority for the original 
French-German pool. An expanded pool 
would require an expanded management. 
Actually, the authority probably would 
operate with little more than a team of 
inspectors in the producing areas of the 
countries involved. 

Ownership of the coal mines and the 
steel mills is not directly involved in the 
merger, as proposed by the French. The 
joint coal-steel authority, for example, 
would not be able to force the sale or 
transfer of any coal or steel company, nor 
now would it be in a position to determine 
the ownership of Germany’s steel mills. 

The French coal industry alone, of the 
industries that would be involved in the 
initial merger, is nationalized, operated 
by the Government. Belgium, The Nether- 
lands and Luxembourg are strongholds of 
privately owned steel and coal. The Ger- 
man Parliament has still to decide the tan- 
gled ownership of Germany's coal and 
steel, 


So the merger, as it comes out, would 
involve a mixture of privately-owned and 


government-owned enterprises with a ma- . 


jority interest for private industry. 

Raw materials, machinery, fuel other 
than coal, all the other things needed to 
operate such a big combine would, at the 
start, be purchased in the open market. 
The top authority, for example, would buy 
French iron ore whenever possible as a 
substitute for higher-grade ore from Swe- 
den or Spain, neither of which.is expected 
to join the combine. 


Cartels and Trade Bars 


Efficiency in the coal and steel industry 
should improve throughout the area par- 
ticipating in such a pool. Cartels and cus- 
toms duties have set a dozen different 
prices for the same coal or the same steel 
in Western Europe. 

A merger would bring down the bar- 
riers. Co-operating instead of competing, 
the French and Germans would expect the 
coal-steel authority to equalize prices. In- 
efficient producers simply would go out of 
business. 

Impact of such a coal-steel pool on the 
participating countries as well as on the 
rest of the world could be enormous. 

For participants, coal and steel pooling 
would be a iong step toward the kind of 
“integration” of the European economy 
that American officials of the Marshall 
Plan have been demanding. A merger 
would tend to equalize wages, even the 
standards of living, of co-operating 
countries. 

For outsiders, some of them, a Western 
European coal-steel merger would mean 
real trouble. Britain, staying out, risks 
the loss of a continental market. Going 
in, Britain would have to abandon favor- 
able prices offered to her Empire and 
Commonwealth countries. 


Worth Many Divisions 


Idea that France and Germany, the main 
belligerents at the start of the last two 
world wars, cannot only make friends but 
actually take the lead in pooling their 
steel industries is a thrilling idea to most 
Europeans. As a morale builder in Eu- 
rope, the French proposal may turn out to 
be worth many divisions of troops for the 
West. 

Trouble, a lot of it, is expected before 
such a merger can be arranged. The 
merger may bog down in the immense 
complications. Britain may delay the 
merger by suggesting new terms. The 
United States may object to some monopo- 
listic aspects of the pool. 

France, however, already has taken the 
first step toward creation of a new and 
powerful industrial complex for Western 
Europe.

Vicious Racism In South Africa 
From The New York Times 


The policy of “apartheid” or racial sepa- 
ration in South Africa is now close to 
becoming law. The Union Parliament ad- 
vanced to its next to the last stage the 
“Group Areas Bill,” under the provisions 
of which the Government can set aside any 
area as a group area, in which only mem- 
bers of a particular racial group can live 
or own property. 

In theory it does not imply racial dis- 
crimination, because it is applied to all 
three groups of “Europeans” ‘whites’, 
“Natives” (Negroes) and “Colored” (‘Asi- 
atics). In practice this bill is aimed at the 
Indian colony. 

The 8,000,000 Negroes are already held 
down by many restrictions, including a 
law that permits them to elect only three 


Pas 


European members to Parliament, while 
2,000,000 Europeans elect 150. 

The new bill would, for instance, force 
Indian-owned and occupied property in a 
white area to be sold to Europeans. Asa 
correspondent of The Economist wrote re- 
cently: “No one is in any doubt that these 
new proposals will have a ruinous effect 
on the Indian community, especially on 
Indian merchants.” 

The world saw as much of racism as it 
wanted under the Nazis. The doctrine and 
the policy are nefarious, whether applied 
with good intentions or not. Clearly, no 
outside pressure is going to stop South 
Africa, but the Union cannot expect world 
opinion to applaud the use of such means 
to achieve what it calls “racial harmony.” 


Between Book Ends 


Art of Science Fiction 
GATHER, DARKNESS. by Fritz Leiber. (Pellegrini & 

Cudahy, 240 pgs., $2.75.) 

NUTRO 29, by Frank Callan Norris. 

307 paqs., $2.75.) 

With what appears to be some enthu- 
siasm, the American public is taking to a 
form of writing called ‘science fiction.” 
As evidence see the full shelf at your 
favorite bookstore; or note that a major 
radio network offers an half-hour program 
on the subject at a rather valuable hour 
of the day (KSD, Saturday evening); or, 
still further, see the advance publicity on 
the forthcoming motion picture, “Destina- 
stion Moon.” The Saturday Review of Lit- 
erature recognized the trend in the Dec. 
24 issue and The New Yorker magazine 
carried an outstanding example, of the 
genre last February. 

Science fiction has its weaknesses even 
for those who love it most but in the in- 
terest of brevity it is better to concen- 
trate on its distinctions rather than its 
defects. 

Just what is science fiction? One of 
the better definitions has been given by 
L. Sprague de Camp, 
a top writer in this 
field: “(They are) 
stories based upon 
scientific or pseudo 
scientific assump- 
tions, as opposed to 
fantasies in the strict 
sense: stories based 
upon mythological 
or supernatural as- 
sumptions.” The SF 
writer also should 
comply with one oth- 
er requirement; once 
t h e fundamental 
premise has been ac- 
cepted, be it rocket 
to Mars, time travel, or a new invention, 
the story development must be completely 
logical. 

“Gather, Darkness!” and “Nutro 29” are 
not exact opposites in the SF field, but 
they certainly are a considerable distance 
apart. Mr. Norris’ work is subtitled, “A 
Romance,” and it fits neatly into this cate- 
gory except for one feature: a new and 
rather improbable invention, a dirt-cheap, 
concentrated, and completely satisfying 
synthetic food. Using this invention to cre- 
ate the conflict Mr. Norris writes a satire 
on those aspects of American life dearest 
(and with reason) to the satirist: politi- 
cians, scientists, industrialists—the bloated 
capitalistic type—and the Communists, It 
is Mr. Norris’ thesis that given all the 
food they need most of the people that 
work for a living will simply stop working 
and move south to warmer climes, there 
to live the life of a beachcomber. The at- 
tendant dislocations as the populace make 
up the bulk of the tale. 

Mr. Norris has failed his SF devotees 
in two respects but neither would mean 
much to the lover of a romance novel. 
First, the motivations are open to ques- 
tion. If by far the majority of the people 
are interested only in an adequate supply 
of food, why all the drive to own a car, 
see a show, or buy a television set? Sec- 
ond, the introduction of sex into science 
fiction is regarded with deep horror by 
the confirmed reader. ‘The why of this 
should make an interesting subject for 
research.) 

Mr. Leiber’s “Gather, Darkness” on the 
other hand could almost serve as a model 
for the type of novel in highest favor with 
science-fiction readers. Set in the future 
after another war has produced its Dark 
Age it tells of a rule by religion, religion 
based on science known to the few and 
regarded by the uneducated, impoverished 
people as miraculous. The despotism of 
the hierarchy is finally challenged by a 
rebel group, and the scientific weapons 
of the two forces are matched in the guise 
of the battle of God and Sathanas. As in 
practically all science fiction the quality of 
writing and character development is 
mediocre, but the ingenuity is admirable. 
So the consistent reader is forced to con- 
centrate on the new and stimulating ideas. 
This perhaps explains the usual answer 
of the SF fan to criticisms of style: “Writ- 
ing! What writing.”

THIS LITTLE LIST gives you 
&@ general idea of St. Joe’s surpris- 
ing versatility in the production 
of favorite sons and daughters. It 
did not come out at the dinner 
just how everybody got away from 
St. Joe. There is an old legend 
that Willie Zalken, who used to 
peddle papers in a gaudy district 
of St. Joe, built himself a john 
boat and paddled down the Missouri to St. Louis. However, many of 
the others, I gather, got here in covered station wagons. 

At the dinner, there was a good deal of raillery about the old 
home town, which is all right if you came from there, but that kind 
0. talk from an outsider like me would no doubt be resented. So I 
am going to limit myself to objective reporting. However, no one can 
cavil if I delve into history and tell one on old Joe Robidoux, who 
founded the place. Joe set the tone for the town in the early days. 
Once, he invited a double-crossing business rival over to drink cham- 
pagne, at the time a big deal with the Pawnee Indians was pending. 
By a ruse, Joe got the business rival to go down to the basement, 
whereupon he “let fall the trapdoor, rolled a cask’upon it and with 
mocking words left his opponent imprisoned in order that he might 
trade alone with the Pawnees.”’

JUST BEFORE the dinner, I ran into Maurice Roberts of the 
Police Board and, knowing he hailed from Richmond in. Ray county, 
asked him what he wa. doing there. Col. Roberts, never at a loss for 
an anecdote to break up a cross-examination, said: “It’s like this. 
The old actor, DeWolf Hopper, once said in response to a curtain call: 
*I never lived in St. Louis, but several times I died there.’ Well, I 
wasn't born in St. Joe, but I lived there several times.”

Maurice told of three once promising young men, the last of whom 
he identified as himself, who disappeared from Richmond. Solicitous 
inquiry developed that the first young man disappeared between sun- 
rise and sunset, pursued by an irate father with a shotgun. The sec- 
ond young man went to the Keeley Institute. ‘““And what’s become of 
Roberts?” the inquiry ran. “They took HIM to No. 2.”

INGOME TAX GUTS 
URGED IN REPORT 


BY BROOKINGS 


: 


Research Institution Says 


High Levies Retard In- 


dustry, Breed Price 


Rises. 


WASHINGTON, May 29 (AP)— 
High income taxes on business 
and individuals are a breeder of 
price increases and the biggest 
tax obstacle to industrial growth, 
a Brookings Institution study 
Bays. 

The study, 


based on reports. 


from business firms and prepared | 


by Economist Lewis H. Kimmel, 
Suggests some moderate tax 
changes now, to be followed 
gradually by deeper cuts as fed- 
eral finances improve. 

“A tax policy that will promote 
economic expansion and high 
level income is imperative,” Kim- 
mel said. 


Under the present system, he} 


estimated that even a modest 10 
per cent drop in national income 
would cost the Government 10 bil- 
lior. dollars a year in revenue, or 
about one-fourth the already defi- 
cit-ridden budget. 


Recommended Policy. 


The Brookings report offered | 


these as elements of a tax policy | 
aimed at providing greater incen- 
tives to business and industrial 
investment: 

1. Easing the double tax on 
dividends. Part of the 38 per 
cent corporation tax—say, about 
17 per cent—would be ear- 
marked as a tax on dividends. 
It would be taken out before 
the dividends are sent to stock- 
holders. The stockholder then 
would not pay personal income 
tax on this dividend income. 

2. Gradually cutting the rest 
of the corporatior rate (the re- 
maining 2' per cent), as gov- 
ernment finances permit. An 
ultimate goal of 10 per cent was 
suggested. 

3. Immediately reducing the 
top-bracket personal rate, which 
is now 82 per cent, and reduc- 
ing other rates so that no tax- 
payer would give the Govern- 
ment more than 60 per cent of 
his income. 

Ultimately a limit of 50 per 
cent should be reached, Kimmel | 
said. 

When taxes take more than 
one-half of income, he said, the 
prospect of earnings is so dimin- 
ished that the individual fre- 
quently prefers not to risk his 
money in investment or take on 
new job responsibilities. 

Alleviation of Double Tax. 

The alleviation of the double | 
tax on dividends, at a cost of 
about a billion in revenues, 
should be considered as an im- 
mediate measure, the study held, 
but no substantial cuts in corpora- 
tion rates now can be made “un- 
less compensating revenues are 

obtained from other sources.’ 

Kimmel reported that in recent 
years corporations have been re- 
‘couping more of their tax out- 
lays through price increases than 
they formerly did. 

About 60 per cent of the 209 
-firms which replied to questions 
on this point said their pricing ;|—— 


by the corporation tax rate. 

Some 5544 per cent said their 
plans for capital expansion had 
been restrained by taxes. 

On the other hand, the survey 
indicated that the creation of new 
business is not greatly held back 
by taxes; “the desire to be one s 
own boss is an important element 
in these decisions.”

For Memorial Day

EMORIAL DAY, even in the shadow of another war, 
has already begun again to miss its meaning—Dr. Dan 
Poling has a story for those who remember: 

Clark Poling, who went down on the Dorchester, was the 
second of Dr. Dan's two 
sons to enter the ministry 
—the seventh generation 
of Polings to serve as pas- 
tors of the Dutch Reform 
Church in America. Just 
after Pearl Harbor, Clark 
walked into his father’s 
office at “The Christian 
Herald”: 

“Dad, I'm going 
this fight, but I'm going 
in right—I won't serve as 


a chaplain.” 
: See -Dr. Poling rubbed his 

DR. DANIEL A. POLING chin a couple of times, 
thought carefully, and then set his son straight: “What's the 
matter, Clark—are you afraid to be a chaplain? No, I know 
what's the matter with yvou—you think a chaplain’s work is 
TOO SAFE in war. Well, the statistics will show you that 
more chaplains were killed in World War I than any other 
officer class. 

“As a chaplain, Clark, you can't kill anybody—but you, 
yourself, can get killed fast enough.” 

+ * * 

THEY NEVER TALKED about it again, until Clark was 
in Philadelphia qn last leave before sailing on the Dorchester 
—-and he was wearing the uniform of. a chaplain. And after 
he talked with his father awhile, he said, very seriously: 

“Don't misunderstand me, Dad, but I DON'T WANT YOU 
TO PRAY FOR MY RETURN. Don't get me wrong—I'm 
coming back. It's just that I have a lot of confidence in those 
prayers of yours’ —and here, he grinned—and it wouldn't be 
fair to the OTHER men if you prayed for me. Just pray that 
I won't be a coward, Dad... that'll be adequate. And then 
when I do come home... well, it'll be wonderful!” 

From a survivor of the Dorchester, in a hospital in Vir- 
ginia, Dr. Poling got of how his son died—that 
survivor had been picked up after seven hours in the North 
Atlantic . .. and he was wearing Clark Poling’s life jacket; 
an odd coincidence, the survivor's name was Grady Clark. 

* * 

“MY SON forced Grady to put on his life jacket, and as 
they skidded across the wet decks of the sinking ship, he 
gave him a leg up over the rail and pushed him over, shout- 
ing: ‘Swim, out, soldier, swim out!’ From the water, Grady 
looked back and in the brightness of the Northern Lights, 
a few miles off the coast of Greenland, even though it was 
midnight he could see my son standing on the deck, with 
three other chaplains, none with lifebelts, all praying aloud 
for the safety of the men... two Protestants, one Catholic 
and one Jew. Grady watched them until the bow of the 
ship slid under the water—27 minutes after she was torpedoed 
. - . 600 men lost their lives.” 

Dr. Poling told that story with his eves tight shut; and 
then he opened them and looked intently at us: 

“Those men, and all Americans who died in all our wars, 
died each time to give us one more fighting chance to turn 
victory into permanent peace. And because I believe that 
death is only the beginning, and not the end, I could choose 
no more fitting epitaph for each of them than the seven 
words written about the young British officers who tried to 
climb Mount Everest: 

“*When last seen, he was going forward,’ *

MOUNT VERNON, Mo., May 29. 

UT of the shadows of loneli- 
() ness Mrs. Fern Hille called 

and the sunshine came, flood- 
ing her with happiness in her af- 
fliction. Immured in the Missouri 
Tuberculosis Sanatorium here, 
300 miles from home and chil- 
dren, she craved the comfort of 
friendly messages. She asked for 
them and they came, first in hun- 
dreds and then in thousands, out- 
pourings of sympathy and cheer, 
proving that there are men and 
women, and children too, whv 
care. 

Before she came here Mrs. 
Hille, though she lived on a 
farm hard by the hamlet of 
Pevely, hadenot known the heart- 
ache cf loneliness. Hard work in 
home and fie]d, child-bearing and 
the care of her children nad filled 
ber life. So when she carne here, 
though she made friends quickly 
with other patients and the 
nurses were kind, she felt lost 
in a world that was strange. 

In the Martha Carr column of 
the Post-Dispatch she found com- 
fort ot a sort, for many of those 
who wrote letters to Martha Carr 
were, like her, in need of human 
sympathy. She would do as they 
were doing and perhaps share 
in the solace that might be 
found. 

So on a bleak March day Fern 
Hille wrote to Martha Carr: 

“I am a young mother with 
four children. I am in the Mis- 
souri State Sanatorium and it 
seems I may never get well. I 
get so lonely and it would be 
wonderful if some of your readers 
would write me letters or cards. 
Getting mail now and then means 
so much. I would be so grateful.” 
The letter was published in the 
Martha Carr column on March 
14. Then came the avalanche. 

Sitting up in her bed in a gaily- 
figured robe that was one of the 
gifts sent to her, with a big stack 
of cards and letters in her lap, 
Fern Hille told about her life be- 
fore she eame here, grateful for 
the care that she had received 
but more grateful for the friends 
she had found when she went 
questing for them In the Martha 
Carr column. 

She had married young, as farm 
girls often do. She and her hus- 


band, Joe, had lived there on the. 


120-acre farm near Pevely and 
toiled side by side until, as the 
babies came, there was need for 
more than the farm yielded and 
Joe had found a job at the Crys- 
tal City Plate Glass plant. Joe 
worked mornings and evenings on 
the farm and sometimes into the 
night when there were things that 
could be done by lantern-light, but 
most of the toil fell upon Fern, 
too slight and frail for such a 
burden, even though she had the

O MANY questions concern the 
S validity of a canasta as an in- 
itial meld that you may be in- 
terested in this hand suggested 
by an Evansville, Ind., player. You 


Your side needs 120 points. The 

upcard on a fair-sized pack is a 5. 
Can you take the pack and make 
your minimum meld with the aid 
of your “concealed” canasta? 
There are many popular miscon- 
ceptions involved in this one sit- 
uation. 

You cannot take the pack and 
make your minimum meld, but 
only because the cards in that 
meld do not count up to 120 
points. Your canasta of five sixes 
plus joker-deuce count only 95; 
three fives would bring the total 
only to 110. You may not count 
the canasta bonus toward your 
minimum even though you are 
able to make the canasta entirely 
from your hand. (Nor would it 
make any difference if you had a 
natural canasta.) There is so such 
thing as a “concealed canasta.” If 
you were able to go out concealed 
you'd need a canasta, but the can-

asta bonus still wouldn't count 
toward making the minimum: it ° 
never does. You'd be able to go 
out because, for a concealed hand 
no minimum count is needed. 

Note that the only reason you 
couldn't take the pack was that 
you couldn't make the required 
count.

Modern Medicines Attack on Disease 


Historic Strides Made nant Heart Diseases and Cancer, Nation's No. | and 2 Killers: Other Advances 


By Bob Considine 


This is the second of two 
articles telling of the miraculous 
achievements of modern medicine. 


NEW YORK, May 29. 

VEN a necessarily brief sum- 

mary of the medical world’s 

work in your behalf vividly 
shows that it is clearing away 
mountains of maladies to smooth 
your path to a longer and health- 
ier life. 

In the most recent years, in 
addition to the development of 
incredible wonder drugs, new and 
historic strides have been made 
against America’s No. 1 and No. 2 
killers—heart disease and cancer. 

Coincidentally, there has been 
remarkable progress in the mys- 
terious realms of the viruses 
(cause, for example, of polio) and 
in disease involving negative fac- 
tors—the lack of certain sub- 
stances which, for instance, cause 
arthritis. 

It is true that more than one 
in every three deaths in America 
is due to a disease of the heart 
and circulation. About 700,000 
persons died of heart troubles in 
this country last year. During the 
war period eight times as many 
Americans died of heart disease 
as were killed in the armed forces. 

To cut that figure, and do 
something about the 9,000,000 
Americans who now have heart 
troubles, the Government has 
come to the aid of hard-pressed 
and devoted private organizations. 
From coast to coast the boldest 
and most aggressive research pro- 
gram in the history of the trouble 
is under way. 

Out of this titanic quest {fs 
bound to come the answer to the 
big questions. Smaller answers 
already have been found. Harvard 
medical school doctors recently 
reported that two thirds of a num- 
ber of heart sufferers treated with 

“atomic cocktails” (radioactive 
iodine in water) showed improve- 
ment ranking from “worthwhile” 
to “striking.” 

Sumner T. Pike, chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Commission, 
predicts that radioactive isotopes, 
or tracers, a peaceful application 
of the lessons learned in the de- 
velopment of the monstrous 
A-bomb, will soon be able to give 
warnings of future heart diseases 
as long as 15 years in advance of 
the breakdown. 

There has been at least one 
case of a six-inch segment of a 
dead person’s main heart artery, 
the aorta, being successfully 
transplanted into a body of a 57- 
year-old man dying of heart-dis- 
ease. And very recently the world 
learned of an efficient mechanical 
heart and lungs which can take

and lungs during hitherto impos- 
sible operations on the heart it- 
self. 

The strides against cancer have 
been such that this most terrify- 
ing of diseases — perhaps more 
prevalent in America than else- 
where—is now unequivocally cur- 
able if detected in time.

ERE again the Government 
H is come to the aid of such 
remarkable private cancer re- 

search efforts as those of the 
Sloane-Kettering Institute, Amer- 
jcan Cancer Society and Damon 
Runyon Fund. And so, curiously, 
has the science of war, for nitro- 
gen mustards, offshoots from 
poison gas, have made progress 
against the mysterious human 
cell rotter. 

The search for a @ancer cure is 
a 24-hour-a-day task, and world- 
wide. It extends for instance, to 
a remote island in the East Indies 
where it has been found that the 
resident Chinese are subject to 
cancer of the stomach, but the 
Malayans, who live with them, 
and eat the same food, are not. 

It reaches to the study of a 
Michigan family, 41 of whose 174 
members have died of cancer. 
And to identical twins who de- 
veloped cancer at the same time 
of life. 


The researchers peer into the 
fact that cancers of the skin, 
mouth, ‘throat and stomach are 
more frequent in poorly paid and 
perhaps less nourished Americans 
—and they probe the fact that 
cancer is more prevalent in tem- 
perate climate than in cold. 


There is very extensive and 
hopeful research, too, in the use 
of hormones in the fight against 
the disease, and in the efficacy 
of a newly perfected drug, poly- 
sacharide, (a complicated form of 
sugar) which has shown an ability 
to shrink tumors, decrease pain, 
restore appetities. 

In cancer-surgery, authorities 
at the St. Louis University School 
of Medicine have been able to an- 
nounce that many cases of “‘palli- 
ative” surgery—undertaken main- 
ly to reduce pain for the short re- 
mainder of the patient’s life— 
have resulted in completely cur- 
ing the seemingly incurable. 


The United States suffered 42,- 
375 polio cases last year, the 
worst epidemic since 1916. But 
here again popular philanthropy, 
such as the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis, has been 
buttressed by an extensive Gov- 
ernment program. 

There were comparatively few 
deaths in 1949 as compared to 
1916, thanks to improved post-

Until they can be reproduced 
chemically, as were vitamins, the 
limited supplies must be carefully 
apportioned to chosen  labora- 
tories and patients by that re- 
markable referee who  appor- 
tioned penicillin and streptomycin 
in their early stages—Dr. Chester 
S. Keefer, of Boston’s Evans 
Memorial Hospital. 

Cortisone, first called Com- 
pound E when extracted by Dr. 
Edward C. Kendall of Mayo’s in 
microscopic amounts from the 
bile of tons of cattle, was par- 
tially synthetized by Merck’s re- 
markable young Dr. Lewis H. 
Sarett in 1946. But it still needs 
a cattle bile base. to which are 
added 35 complicated chemical 
steps. 

the hope of finding a short 
cut, studies are being made with 
substances extracted from yams, 
bananas, and the sarmentosus 
plant that grows in Liberia. Bile 
also is being drawn from animal 
glands, kept alive artificially for 
months after the slaughterhouse. 

ACTH, produced by Armour 
Laboratories, performs similar 
wonders but as yet is not even 
partially synthetized. It is ex- 
tracted from the pituitary glands 
of pigs. To provide enough 
cortisone and ACTH to care for 
the nation’s arthritis all living 
United States cattle and swine 
would have to be slaughtered, 
with resultant economic calami- 
ties. 

Yet production of cortisone has

where Merck and Co., for one, 
can measure it in thousands of 
grams per month. There is hope 
of limited commercial distribu- 
tion some time this summer—if 
the Food and Drug Administra- 


‘tion does not concur with cer- 


tain critics who insist that it has 
dangerous effects on the body’s 
metabolism. 

Its piice to medical centers 
has been reduced from $200 a 
gram to $135 in recent months, 
and it is being tested on 50 dif- 
ferent diseases. Beneficial results 
have been observed in rheu- 
matic fevers, asthma, gout, Ad- 
dison’s disease and certain kid- 
ney troubles, in addition to arth- 
ritis. 

ACTH and cortisone have scored 
definite victories over leukemia 
in the case of at least two chil- 
dren, in types of blinding eye 
diseases, and are being tried 
against cancer. The search for 
more easily obtainable hormones, 
with similag properties, is untir- 
ing. 

The end result is the longer 
and healthier life in prospect for 
you. 

If you are 21 years old you 
can look forward to 50 more years 
of active life. If you are 40 you 
can expect 32 more years. If you 
are 50 you can anticipate seeing 
the year 1975. If you are 70 you've 
got another good 10 years, and if 
you are 80 you can count on— 
according to the latest life expec- 
tancy charts—five or six more 
good years.

i: is strange that hands involv- 


ing cross-ruffs should have such 

an appeal for average players, 
because the fact is that a cross- 
ruff can be very tricky. For ex- 
ample: 

South dealer. 

Neither side vulnerable.

In view of the bidding, West 
might well have opened a low 
trump—and if declarer did not 
then and there make an excellent 
guess and put up dummy’s king, 
he’ would find himself in very 
deep water! 

Actually, however, West chose 
to lead his top club. The queen 
won and a heart was led to the 
ace. A heart ruff followed, and 
South then led a diamond to his 
ace. Now a club was led toward 
dummy. South felt that if West 
had opened a single*on, it was 
better to let him ruff the trick 
without killing one of dummys 
honors. As it was, of course, 
West had to follow suit, and the 
club king held. 

South now ruffed a diamond in 
his own hand, and another heart 
with dummy’s spade ten. A sec- 
ond diamond ruff let South trump 
still another heart in dummy, with 
the spade king, and East discard- 
ed his last diamond. 

Dummy was now down to one 
diamond and three clubs, while 
declarer still had the J-8-6 of 
trumps and one heart. It was 
here that South went astray! He 
led the good club and discarded 
his heart. West ruffed with the 
spade five and returned the dia- 
mond king. East trumped in 
with the queen of spades—and 
now West had to be given his ace 
and nine of trumps, since they 
lay over South’s J-8. 

If South had played the dia- 
mond from dummy instead of the 
club, he would have been safe. 
East’s best play would be to ruff 
with the spade queen, but South 
would discard his heart, and now, 
with three trumps left, he would 
have to get one of them.
